In 
the first place, there is not the remotest 
possibility of an epidemic occurring in 
Atlanta; in the second place, if an epi- 
demic should oceur, Tak Constirution 
would regard its prompt announcement 
as a public duty. 

Atlanta was never healthier than it is 
to«lay. There are no contagious, infec- 
tious or pestilential diseases prevailing 
in the city. There has been no epi- 
demic of searlet fever nor any serious 
fears of one on the part of those who are 
in a position to know of the sanitary con- 
dition of the city. There have been less 
than a dozen sporadic cases of scarlet 
fever in Atlanta this year, and it is not 
known thata single case now exists in 
the city. The record of mortality, as well 
as the testimony of the principal pbysi- 
cians attest the unusual healthfulness of 
the season. So far as yellow fever is 
concerned, it has been definitely settled 
that the disease cannot originate in this 
climate.
